Student Politics 
Take Over Paper 



WINNIPEG (CUP) 

The Uni versi ty of Mani toba's 
student newspaper, the Manito- 
ban, has gone underground af- 
ter the student council fired its 
staff and installed a new editor. 

The underground paper, 
called the Toban Gazette, re- 
cently got a unanimous pledge 
of support and a $5,000 loan 
from Canadian University 
Press last week. Its first issue 
was published January 7. 

CUP, a national cooperative 
of 50 student newspapers, has 
offered to provide an independ- 
ent mediator between the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba Student's 
Union and the former Manito- 
ban staff, who were fired by 
UMSU Dec. 7. 

"CUP's main interest in this 
is to ensure there is a student- 
run, open, free, democratic 
newspaper at the University of 
Manitoba", CUP National Bu- 
reau Chief Michelle Lalonde 
said. 

CUP members voted to expel 
the Manitoban, now run by 
council-appointed Managing 
Editor Mark Mignacca, from 
CUP unless settlement is 
reached by January 15. Accord- 
ing to the motion passed at the 
conference, the settlement must 
include the reinstatement of the 
former staff under a democratic 
structure. 

New Manitoban Publishing 
Board Chair Bob Ceilen origi- 
nally turned down CUP's offer 
of mediation. 

'The decisions are mad," he 
said January 4, "We can't see 
any problem with the direction 
we're going with." 

But after one week of delib- 
eration, Ceilen has reconsid- 
ered. 

"I talked to Bob Ceilen yes- 
terday (January 13) and he said 
they had reconsidered and 
they'd like to try arbitration," 
said CUP's Lalonde. "Both 
sides seem willing to go for 



arbitration so that's a great 
step." 

Lalonde added that the 
deadline may be extended one 
week (to January 22) if the arbi- 
tration seems promising. 

CUP's arbitration commis- 
sion consists of a representative 
of the former Manitoban staff, a 
representative of the publisher 
(UMSU) and an arbitrator 
agreed upon by both parties. 

Ceilen said the Manitoban 
staff was fired because the pa- 
per "was not living up to expec- 
tations". 

"We were constantly being 
barraged with complaints 
(about the Manitoban's con-

The Northern Students' 
Commission has become a 
shambles over the past year, 
says OFS Fieldworker Carl 
Hetu. Most of this year's execu- 
tive are in agreement that the 
Commission's present struc- 
ture is at fault. 

The Northern Students' 
Commission (NSC) was formed 
in 1978 by the Ontario Federa- 
tion of Students (OFS) as an 
auxiliary to help address the 
problems of post secondary 
education in the North and to 
create a forum of discussion for 
Northern universities and col- 
leges. Any Student Council in 
Northern Ontario may join the 
NSC. Membership is automatic 
for those joining the OFS. 

As it now stands, the 
Commission is composed of an 
Executive and one delegate 
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from each member association. 
The Executive is composed of a 
Chairperson, a Vice Chairper- 
son, an Information officer and 
a Campaign or Services 
Commissioner. 

The current structure of the 
NSC allows only delegates 
from the member institutions to 
hold a vote at the quarterly 
meetings. According to former 
NSC Vice Chair, R.D. Hulst 
there is a problem with the ac- 
cessibility of delegates to meet- 
ings. Poor attendance is partly 
caused by the high costs of 
transportation, which many 
small northern schools can not 
afford. 

"Without the delegates the 
NSC is worthless," says 
Laurentian's Student General 
Association President and NSC 
Services Commissioner Dave 
Filion. The NSC has failed to 
reach quorum at a number of 
meetings this year. 

"The problem, "said Lauren- 
tian delegate Gerry 
Trudeau/'lies with a lack of ini- 
tiative among the larger 
schools." He feels that the larger 
institutions should help the 
smaller schools establish roles 
in the NSC. "Laurentian really 
hasn't been doing its part," 
added Trudeau. 

Filion agrees that much of the 
NSC's problems are directly 
caused by a lack of involvement 
and commitment. However he 
thinks that, "many of the mem- 
ber associations are too busy 
(cont. p.2) 



Laurentian 
Bidding for 
School of 
Pharmacy

Laurentian University re- 
cently announced that a bid was 
being put forward for a French 
school of Pharmacy and four 
French allied health programs. 
The health programs are 
physiotherapy, occupational 
therapy, audiology and speech 
therapy. 

There is a great demand for 
pharmacology graduates in 
Canada at this time. A corpo- 
rate survey showed that 800 
pharmacy jobs, hospital and 
retail, were unfilled in Canada; 
200 of those in Ontario. 

At this time there is no 
French pharmacology or allied 
health programs in Ontario. 
Laurentian will be competing 
with the University of Ottawa 
and the Glendon campus of 
York University for the pro- 
grams. 

A committee has been set up 
by the Ministry of Universities 
and Colleges (MCU) to study 
which university would be bet- 
ter suited for the programs. The 
MCU committee is composed 
of one representative from each 
of the following organizations: 
the three universities, Ministry 
of Colleges and Universities, 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs 



and Francophone Affairs, 
Commission of French Lan- 
guage Service and the Franco- 
Ontarian Education Council 
(CEFO). The representative on 
the committee for Laurentian 
University is expected to be ei- 
ther Dr. Charles Belanger, V.P. 
Academics, or Dr. John Daniel, 
President of Laurentian Uni- 
versity. 

The final decision will be 
made by the Minister of Col- 
leges and Universities with 
input from the Minister of 
Health because of the health 
service implications. This deci- 
sion is hopefully expected 
around March or April. 

"We think we will", re- 
sponded Belanger confidently 
when asked whether he 
thought Laurentian would get 
the programs. 

If Laurentian happens to re- 
ceive these programs they 
would begin in September 1989 
and an increase of more than 
three hundred students is ex- 
pected when the programs are 
in their full four year phase. 

A health centre would have 
to be built to accommodate the

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Research Sheds Light on Nerve Damage by Alcohol

Alcohol affects the brain by 
direct attack on brain and nerve 
cells, a Toronto researcher has 
found. Previously, researchers 
believed alcohol affected only 
the neurotransmitters-the 
chemicals nerve cells use to 
communicate. The discovery 
may change the way research- 
ers understand the mechanism 
of intoxication an addiction. 

Dr. Peter Carlen, a neuros- 
cientist with the Addiction Re- 
search Foundation and the 
Playfair Ncuroscience Unit of 
the Toronto Hospital, explains 
that his results differ from those 
of other experts because he uses 
only "pharmacologically rele- 
vant concentrations" of alcohol 
in brain cell cultures-that is, 
concentrations similar to those 
normally found in intoxicated 
people. Other researchers tend 
to use much greater amounts. 

Dr. Carlen has been using 
one fifth the amount of ethanol 
(alcohol) that other researchers 
have used in brain cell slice 
studies-levels that would occur 
in the blood of a person who has 
consumed three or four drinks. 
Other studies have used cells 
exposed to alcohol in amounts 
that arc equivalent to lethal 
doses or enough to induce a 
comatose condition, he says. 

Explanations for intoxication 
and addiction have been based 
on the belief that alcohol and 
other addictive, hypnotic seda- 
tive drugs affect a neurotrans- 
mitter called GABA is believed 
to trigger the release of other 
chemicals in the brain, such as 
chloride and potassium, which 
sedate or slow down the reac- 
tion of nerve cells. 

Dr. Carlen has found that al- 
cohol in moderate or small 
amounts docs not influence the 
actions of GABA but instead 
affects the release of potassium 
directly. Potassium is a major 
constituent of cell membranes 
and slows down nerves by 
blocking neurotransmitters. 

The discovery may be a step- 
ping stone for new treatments 
of alcohol-related problems, 
such as acute intoxication, ad- 
diction, alcohol-withdrawal 
epilepsy and alcoholic brain 
damage. 

The researchers at the Play- 
fair Institute are studying the 
actions of brain cells by looking 
at slices taken from animal 
brains. What the researchers see 
on a cellular level is a micro- 
cosm of what happens in the 
whole person or animal. For 
example, if alcohol is washed 
out of a cell taken from an alco- 
holic animal, the cell becomes 
convulsive. An alcoholic who is 
'dried out' too suddenly may 
also go into convulsions as a 
result of alcohol withdrawal. 

Alcoholics who try kicking 
the habit too quickly often suf- 
fer epileptic-type seizures. This 
happens because a regular 
drinker's body tries to counter- 



act the effects of the alcohol; for 
example, nerve cells become 
more active so that when they 
are exposed to alcohol (which 
has a sedating effect) their over- 
all action will nevertheless be 
normal. 

This increases a drinker's al- 
cohol tolerance- that is, it takes 
increasing amounts of alcohol 
to get tipsy. The larger the 
amount consumed regularly, 
the greater this adaptation or 



tolerance. 

When the consumption of al- 
cohol suddenly stops, the nerve 
cells remain overactive. If the 
tolerance to alcohol is quite 
large, then seizures or epileptic 
fits can result-a reverse action to 
the sedative qualities of alcohol. 

Dr. Carlen and his associates 
have also studied brain cells 
from non-alcoholic animals. 
They found that after being 
exposed to alcohol for only one 



or two hours, these cells become 
hyperexci table when the alco- 
hol is washed away, just as cells 
from alcoholic animals do. The 
reaction may be an early sign or 
indicator of physiological ad- 
diction and can shed light on 
the mechanism of alcoholism. 

Although people do not be- 
come addicted to alcohol after 
only a couple of hours of drink- 
ing, such studies will help ex- 
perts treat those who do de- 



velop addiction. 

Instead of focussing on the 
neurotransmitter GABA, ap- 
proaches that work directly on 
brain and nerve cells may be 
more beneficial in treatment, 
Dr. Carlen's work implies. 

Dr. Carlen's work was sup- 
ported by the Medical Research 
Council, the Alcoholic Bever- 
age Medical Research Founda- 
tion, the Ontario Mental Health 
Foundation and the Canadian 
Geriatrics Research Society.

(cont. from p. 1) 
cleaning house at home", to be 
able to put in the time and 
commitment the NSC would 
need to work effectively. 

Filion says there is a great 
need for some form of unity and 
lobbying in the North. He sees a 
very identifiable difference be- 
tween post secondary educa- 
tion in the North and the South.

Shelly Linquist resigned as 
Chair last meeting, so she could 
run for Information Commis- 
sioner. Hulst resigned at one 
meeting so that quorum could 
be reached. The Information 
Commissioner, Richard Ste- 
witz was forced to step down. 
And Filion is not clear on his job 
description and is thinking of 
resigning his post in the near

future. 

Hulst sees the basic structure 
of a commission a big problem. 
As a commission the NSC has 
its own constitution. "The 
constitution is shit," said Hulst, 
"it stops us from doing the 
things were supposed to do." 

"A lot of people don't part 
take because they recognize the 
NSC for what it is, and they say, 
why waste the time or the 
money/'added Hulst. 

There has been some discus- 
sion of changing the NSC's 
structure to a standing commit- 
tee. In which case there would 
be no need for an executive or a 
constitution only a group of 
concerned individuals. 

"If the structure is changed, 
the people who are interested 
could concentrate on the issues 
that have to be dealt with, rather 
than having to worry about the 
constitution/'said Hetu. 

TheOFS recognizes the prob- 
lems the NSC is facing and is 
presently reviewing it at their 
Winter Conference. 



(cont. from p. 1 ) 
search areas. This building 
would hopefully be completed 
for September 1990. 

When asked about expand- 
ing accomodations for the in- 
crease of students Romeo Ber- 
toli, Director of Services, said, " 
plans are already being consid- 
ered to build a new residence." 
The new building being consid- 
ered is a tower structure much 
like the MSR residence. It 
would house 2 and 3 bedroom 
apartments to be used by stu- 
dents with families, graduate 
students and disabled students. 

The overall cost including 
capital and operating costs is 
expected to be around twenty 
million dollars. The money is to 
be funded by the provincial 
government. "Tuitions will not 
be affected by the increase in 
programs," said Ron Chrysler, 
Laurentian Vice President- 
Administration. 

Belanger stated that one of 



Laurentian goals was to have a 
"fairly wide coverage of French 
programs." The University 
right now is implementing 
French courses in Commerce, 
the 3rd year of Nursing, 2nd 
year of Law and Justice, and 3rd 
year of Human Movement and 
Co-op Studies. The university 
academic department is also 
looking into French programs 
for a B.Sc. in Chemistry, Mas- 
ters in Social Work, Bachelors in 
Communication (i.e. radio, 
journalism), the equivalent to a 
SPAD program and more. 

When asked whether he 
thought the Ontario govern- 
ment was serious about offer- 
ing more French programs in 
universities, he said, "I think so. 
I think this is a new era for fran- 
cophones in this province." He 
added, "The ball is in the 
government's court," he added 
referring to the next moves re- 
garding these programs.

tent). If you don't try to allevi- 
ated student concerns, you 
shouldn't be there/' he said, 

Ceilen also said that the new 
Manitoban would work harder 
at recruiting new student vol- 
unteers and be open to more 
divers student opinion. 

But former Manitoban busi- 
ness manager Cathryn Atkin- 
son said UMSU perceives to be 
the Manitoban's problem. 

"I don't know that the coun- 
cil paper will represent what 
the students want either/' she 
said. "It's a flimsy excuse. Most 
of the people who have been 
decrying our beliefs are upset 
because they have their own 
ideas about how the world 
works." 

She said although UMSU 
council members and other stu- 
dents have accused the Manito- 
ban of having a 'left-wing radi- 
cal bias/' the paper does not 
stifle political debate. 

"When people come to work 
for the paper most of themdon't 
come with a political agenda/' 
she said. "In the course of our 
learning about our jobs, most of 
us learn about the way the 
world works and make 
choices." 

The Manitoban's troubles 
this year started when the paper 
ran two headlines with the 
word "fuck", and students 
complained to the council 
about a scries of cartoons they 
considered anti-Christian. The 
Manitoban staff apologized for 
one of the headlines and de- 
cided to approve cartoons by 
staff vote. 

The staff also voted to boy- 
cott advertising form the De- 
partment of National Defence, 
which led to accusations that 
the paper was run by "subver- 
sives". 

Lalonde said the Manitoban 
was not very different from 
student newspapers at other 
universities, adding that no 
student council has the right to 
interfere with the student press. 

"Students should get angry 
when the council can fire stu- 



dents," she said. "Councillors 
are not elected by the students 
to be censors. They are elected 
to operate the student govern- 
ment, not the student paper." 

Toban Gazette photo editor 
Tim Krochak agreed. "Why are 
they (UMSU) concerned about 
us instead of worrying about 
how many classes are being 
cut?" 

But new Manitoban editor 
Mignacca, who has never 
worked for the paper but edited 
a small U of M arts newspaper, 
said UMSU'sdecision was justi- 



fied. 

"Something had to be done," 
he said. "I as a student and other 
people were very embarrassed 
(by the Manitoban). I believe a 
change was necessary." 

He said he had not been in- 
volved at the Manitoban be- 
cause he was "a little intimi- 
dated" by the "cliquish" atti- 
tude at the paper. 

Under the new structure the 
UMSU-appointed managing 
editor hires the other 14 paid 
Manitoban staff. Mignacca said 
he had offered positions to 



some of the fired editors, but 
had been turned down. 

"I got a call last night,", for- 
mer Manitoban sports editor 
Brian Hunter said. "I told them 
right off the bat I would never 
backstab the staff." 

"A lot of us could get jobs 
elsewhere," he said, "but we're 
fighting for a principle." 

CUP funding will allow the 
Toban Gazette to publish once a 
week for six weeks. After that 
the paper will be dependent 
only on advertising. 



: American 
Universities 
Moving into Canada

TORONTO (CUP) — Free 
trade might encourage more 
American universities to set up 
satellite campuses in Canadian 
cities according to Ontario's 
minister of industry, trade and 
technology Monte Kwinter. 

While Kwinter said the in- 
creasing number of American 
institutions offering degree 
programs in Canada is some- 
thing to watch, he said he hopes 
the high tuitions of the pro- 
grams will continue to act as a 
deterrent. 

"Where we do have the con- 
trol is that our universities are 
all state-financed," said Kwin- 
ter, adding that Ontario's stu- 
dent assistance program also 
helps to defray the cost of a 
Canadian university education, 
but not a foreign one. 

Kwinter spoke at the Univer- 
sity of Toronto to outline the 
Ontario government's opposi- 
tion to the recently signed free 
trade pact. 

The minister said an eco- 
nomic union between Canada 
and the U.S. won't work be- 
cause the cultures are so similar 



and Canada is already domi- 
nated by the States. He pointed 
out that 42 per cent of all Cana- 
dian industry is already Ameri- 
can-owned, and 95 per cent of 
all prime television shows, 
music and films are American. 

"We have a severe problem 
and we have to be extra vigilant 
to make sure that we don't get 
swept away by it," Kwinter 
said. There's very little to dif- 
ferentiate us if we want to main- 
tain that Canadian identity." 

A graduate of Syracuse Uni- 
versity and of the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, 
Kwinter said he knows the 
American way of life but said 
"there is a quality of life in 
Canada that people cherish." 

He said the free trade pact 
does not give Canadians any 
more of an economic advantage 
than they already have, while it 
gives the United States a cov- 
eted continental energy policy. 

"What we have done is given 
them the right to proportional 
access to our energy/' said 
Kwinter, adding Canadian oil 
producers will no longer be able 



to charge different prices to 
domestic and industrial con- 
sumers. 

Kwinter said there is a com- 
mon misconception that an iron 
curtain lies across the border to 
United States and if Canadians 
could only raise it, 250 million 
more people will buy their 
products. 

"At this point in time 80 per 
cent of all trade of goods and 
services between Canada and 
the United States is duty-free," 
said Kwinter, adding the num- 
ber of tariff items decreases 
with each round of GATT 
(General Agreement on Tariff 
and Trade) talks. 

"Anything that reduces tar- 
iffs and barriers is good," he 
said. "But it's got to be done in 
a way that allows some time foe 
adjustment." 

The Ontario government 
passed a resolution January 7 
intended to send the federal 
government a clear message of 
disapproval of the free trade 
deal signed five days earlier, 
said Kwinter.

*Last week, a family of four 
and the crew of a tuna vessel 
simultaneously repoted 
sighting an unidentified 
flying objectnear Ceduna, 
Australia.

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The Balancing Act 

It is perhaps no secret that relations between Lambda and the SGA are not the best ever. Whatever 
the reasons for this breakdown there is one thing I am sure of: it is not healthy for either party. Surely 
the SGA council and executive could be better occupied, and as for Lambda, most of its efforts are 
already concentrated on putting out a quality paper every week. 

I have been, and am again a Lambda staffer, but I was also an SGA executive for a few months. In 
my short experience at Laurentian, there has always been tension between the two organizations al- 
though the individuals holding the different positions have changed. This leads me to suspect that this 
tension doesn't necessarily depend on individuals and their differing opinions, but rather on the 
nature of the jobs that the individuals hold. What I'm trying tc/ say is that there will always be tension 
between Lambda and the SGA no matter who is in office, because Lambda reports on what the SGA 
does, and the SGA has the power to shut down and shut up Lambda. In the end both parties present 
a threat to one another and I doubt that this will ever changed, or the tension ever be released. 

However, I think that a delicate balance can be achieved, and that it is in the best interests of both 
parties, but more importantly, in the best interest of the student population to achieve that balance 
soon. Perhaps if everyone acknowledged the real reasons for the tension between the two parties and 
how it can cloud an individual's judgement the destructive attitude which now runs rampant would 
cease to exist and the problems would come to an aimiable end. 

I challenge the members of the SGA ad-hoc committee to achieve this end, and I urge all students 
to come to the meetings of this committee to find out what the SGA and Lambda are really up to.

Open Letter to Jack Porter 

Mr. Porter: 

A week ago, I appealed the results I obtained in the course "Philosophy of Social Sciences" (PHIL 
2626EA). It is a half course and my mark is an F. In my appeal, I stated that I took full responsibility 
for the mistake on my registration form. However, since I was una ware that I had made an error, I never 
attended the class and did not even have a chance to withdraw, therefore ending up with an F that will 
remain on my transcript. 

Since my professor attested to the fact that I never once attended the course and that it is probably 
obvious to everyone that my registration in the course had been an unintentional mistake (mistakes 
happen sometimes even to you, I'll wager), it seems to me that the simplest thing would be to remove 
the course and the mark from my transcript. I cannot for the life of me understand why my request was 
denied, especially since a "No," "request denied" was the only explanation I received in answer to my 
appeal. 

But this time, I think you're the one who made the mistake. I will admit that this will look bad on 
my record, maybe impede my chances at certain jobs or limit my access to other universities, but I really 
think this reflects more on you and the university administration. Universities are supposed to serve 
the students and to help make the educational process a smooth one. The students of this university 
are your clients. Mr. Porter, I suggest that you start treating them as such. For instance, would it be too 
much trouble to send a notice to a student in a case similar to mine, advising him or her that their 
attendance is low and that perhaps that student should look into this? If you find that this is too much 
trouble, is it too much to ask to remove the course from the transcript if it has proven that a mistake 
was made? 

At other universities in this province, such as McMaster and Guelph, the appeals procedure is much 
more equitable. At Guelph, there is an appeals committee with student participation which handles 
such matters. The result is a more understanding administration process and fairer treatment for 
students. At McMaster, each faculty is given the opportunity to resolve such mistakes themselves. 
With the support of the professors involved, most mishaps are easily rectified to everyone's satisfac- 
tion. Your one-man committee, and fear of confrontation is doing this university and its students a 
disservice. 

I feel that I have served Laurentian well in the year and a half that I have spent here, and I am sure 
that I do not deserve such treatment. In fact, I will not stand for such treatment. I will take my business 
elsewhere, to a university that is aware that I am a human being, and understands that human beings 
make mistakes.

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Bilingual Today,

Bilingual Today, French Tomorrow, written by Lieutenant-Com- 
mander (retired) Jock Andrew, could be called the ''Bible" of the 
Alliance for the Preservation of English in Canada (APEC), for the 
association was formed in Nova Scotia shortly after publication of 
the book eleven years ago. 

The heart of APEC lies in its stand against official bilingualism. 
APEC's rallying cry is "two languages divide, one language 
unites." While many of the points made by APEC as to the waste of 
public monies are valid, it is the attitude and underlying senti-

ments of the alliance which leave one with the longest lasting, most 
disturbing impression. 

APEC argues that official bilingualism is "the imposition by gov- 
ernment of a regional language on all of the people of Canada", 
and that the federal government's policy on bilingualism creates a 
special status for Francophones, which divides the country and 
leads to discrimination against English Canadians, unilingual or 
bilingual. 

"We believe that bilingualism is non-essential... a waste of 
money," said Tim Quinland, of the Sudbury chapter of APEC last 
Wednesday at an APEC meeting. There are approximately 150 
members in the APEC Sudbury chapter, one of 40 such chapters in 
Ontario, regrouping about 8000 members across the province. 

Most of the people present at last Wednesday's meeting, approxi- 
mately 70 of them, were senior citizens. Most applauded the 
speeches made by APEC representatives, donated money, and 
joined the alliance at the end of the meeting. APEC is funded 
through donations and the sale of buttons and a video tape presen- 
tation by Jock Andrew. 

One elderly lady approached me and said that they "Franco- 
phones" had gone as far as changing the original version of "O 
Canada" so that it would be more easily translated. Two Franco- 
phones, however, who attended the meeting out of curiosity said 
that they could not take APEC seriously because if what the alli- 
ance says is true, then why are Francophones in danger of assimila- 
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tion. "Francophones in Ontario speak french half as well as their 
grand-parents did, if they're not an endangered species then I don't 
know what is!" 

This alliance, however, is quickly growing in numbers, and to 
take it anyway but seriously is probably a mistake. 

In his hour and a half presentation on videotape, an excerpt of 
which was shown at the meeting, Jock Andrew accuses former 
Prime Minister, Pierre Elliot Trudeau, of being responsible for the 
state of bilingualism in Canada today. "He (Trudeau) divided 

English-speaking Canada in its ethnic groups so that 
Francophones will have majority," said Andrew. He also 
argues that Trudeau made Canada bilingual by national- 
izing Canadian business so that he could control the 
language spoken in the workplace. Andrew excluded the 
CBC which, he adds, remains as an illusion to convince 
Canadians that English is still Canada's language. An- 
drew says that the only way Trudeau got the provinces 
to agree with his bilingual policies was by threatening to 
cancel their control over their own natural resources if 
they went against his policies. 

APEC urges Anglophones to speak up against the 
"backdoor" introduction of bilingualism by federal and 
provincial governments represented in such things as 
federal bill C-72 and Bill 8, passed by the Ontario legisla- 
ture last year, or risk becoming second-class citizens of 
this country. 

Bill C-72, now past if s second reading in the House of 
Commons, would guarantee services in both official 
languages to any member of the public who requests it 
throughout the ten provinces and two territories. Quin- 
land says this would mean that 50% of all civil service 
jobs will be filled by bilingual applicants and that bilin- 
gual Francophones are chosen over bilingual Anglophones. 

Bill 8, Ontario's new French Language Services Act guarantees 
provincial government services in French in designated cities or 
regions where the Francophone population totals 5000 or 10% of 
the population. 

APEC states that only 55 of the 125 MPPs voted for Bill 8 and that 
this does not properly reflect the wishes of the people of Ontario. 
This is one of the reasons for which APEC is asking for a referen- 
dum on official bilingualism and French language services in 
Ontario. The passage of the bill was agreed to, and publicly spoken 
in favour of by all three parties. It is not known how many MPPs 
were present and voted because the vote was a voice vote and not a 
recorded one. The Globe and Mail's Queen's Park reporter Robert 
Sheppard says that if there were 55 votes cast it would be 
unusually high since in the late afternoon, when bills are given a 
third reading, the quorum of twenty is barely achieved. 

APEC also claims that the percentage of Francophones in the fed- 
eral civil service is much higher than their percentage of the popu- 
lation. Francophones account for approximately 25.6% of the popu- 
lation of Canada while the percentage of Francophones in the civil 
service is roughly 27%. Analysis of the Francophone participation 
in the in the public service by category reveals that Francophones 
hold only 19.8% of the management positions. APEC believes the 
linguistic make-up of Canada should be reflected in civil service 
positions.

President of APEC, said that "A great deal is made of the federal ^ 
and other costs involved [in official bilingualism] as if these were 
essentially one huge add-on to the taxes of long-suffering English- 
speakers to placate the French-speaking minority/' Twenty dollars 
per Canadian per year is spent on the federal bilingual program. 
That is 5 cents a day per Canadian. Beatty went on to explain 
where this money goes: 

• 43% of all federal investment in bilingualism in 1985-86 went in 
transfer payments to provinces and territories for the teaching of 
French and core French. 

• $20 million went to support minority official language commu- 
nities inside and outside Quebec.

• $37 million went to public service language training to protect 
the career opportunities of unilingual Anglophones. 

• Translation and Interpretation costs accounted for $90 million. 
In Beatty' s opinion the federal bilingual plan has had at least 

three important and positive results. The first is that "it provided 
French-speaking Quebecers with an alternative to separation/' 
Secondly, said Beatty, "the program has undoubtedly produced a 
federal administration that is more sensitive and responsive to a 
quarter of Canada's population than it was 25 years ago." Thirdly, 
Beatty argues that"we have an increased awareness of the interests 
and concerns of Canadians of other backgrounds; this is indispen- 
sable to our mature development as a single nation and to prevent 
our tendency to remain an agglomeration of tribes." 

As the meeting last week was breaking up, another older woman 
approached me to explain that the French takeover of Canada was 
a strong possibility, and while it may not arrive in her lifetime, it 
could come about in that of her children. The paranoia in her state- 
ment came through in rigid pointing fingers. 

The attitude and underlying sentiment of APEC is often hostile. 
French Canadians are considered a conquered people. The idea 
that Francophones are influencing the future of this country is seen

French Tomorrow! 
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Denis Castonguay: The Hockey 
Vees' Scoring Machine Who Just 
Loves the Game 
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Castonguay's future could include applying his scoring 
touch in France or Finland.

"J'i rather not have stats. I'd 
rather not have winners or losers. J 
just love to play hockey/' 

That's an ironic statement 
when you consider that it's 
coming from a man who is 
within 16 points of the O.U.A.A. 
single season scoring record. 
Averaging over 2.5 points per 
game, and with six games left in 
the regular season going into last 
weekend, Denis Castonguay is 
well within reach of that lofty 
plateau. 

Deni s Castonguay is the offen- 
sive wizard of the Laurcntian 
Hockey Vees. His coach, Stu 
Duncan, has compared his play- 
ing style to that of Wayne 
Gretzky. Castonguay exercises 

the same the same puck sense and anticipation as the Great One. 
At only 5'8", Castonguay does not inspire awe at first sight. His well-paced deceptive skating style 

usually catches his opponents off guard. Castonguay wastes no energy. "What's the point of making 

a beautiful play to get around five guys just to make a week shot on net? I'd rather take it easy going 

around the five guys and then shoot it as hard as I can," said Denis. And that's what Castonguay docs 

best... shoot. If he is close to the net and has any time at all, the red light might as well be on already. 
While Castonguay is today one of the most feared snipers from Kingston to St. Catherines he has been 

helped out quite a bit along the way. 
"My best coach was my father. He did everything positive for me. He spent hours on the ice with 

me, he built rinks. He loved the game more than I did." Castonguay credits much of this year's success 

to his speedy, and aggressive teammates, Mike Kappel, and Pat Mohr whose feisty play create 

openings for him. 
Growing up in Chelmsford, Castonguay not only looked up to his father, but also to his hockey hero, 

Guy Lafleur. Castonguay set a scoring pace with his junior team, the Rayside-Balfour Canadians, that 

even Lafleur would have envied. Castonguay collected 97 goals and 101 assists in his final year with 

the Canadiens. 
When he was only 1 6 years of age he was summoned to the Sudbury Wolves for a brief six game stint. 

He earned 3 assists in his first game but never became a regular. Because of those half dozen games, 

however, Castonguay was ineligible for a hockey scholarship to an American University. Castonguay 

nonetheless does not regret coming to Laurentian. He likes his team and admires the coach. "They're 

[his teammates] a great bunch of guys. Stu [Duncan] knows the game very well, and has alot of expe- 
rience/' explained Castonguay. 
The Voyagers began this season with a dynamic 5 and 1 record. Since then, however, they have 

dropped all but 2 of their last 14 games. During this span it should be remembered that the Vees have 

lost several close games on empty net goals to some power-house teams including Waterloo and York. 

The slump has not affected Castonguay's offensive output, as he continues to lead the league with 51 

points. 
Despite their flounderings, the Vees are still almost 

guaranteed a play-off spot. Castonguay is confident, 

as are his teammates, that the Vees can defeat any of 

their divisional opponents on a good night. If the 

Vees can gain some momentum by playing consis- 
tently for the remainder of the season, they should be 

a threat in the play-offs. 
Odds are that Castonguay will return for a fifth and 

final season next year. If he does, the O.U.A.A. career 

scoring record of 261 points is well within his reach. 
If Castonguay chooses to forego his last year of 

eligibility the future of this O.U.A.A. scoring ace may 

possibly lie overseas. Castonguay is to be married in 

June to his most devoted fan, Anne Vaillancourt, and 

is considering going to Europe with his bride to play 

in either France or Finland. "It depends on the offer 

and the place" said Castonguay. "I'm 23, and I want 

to maybe have a kid and teach him how to play 

hockey," he added. 
Castonguay is a unique character. Despite his 

status as one of the most successful athletes to ever 

play any sport at Laurentian, he is basically a humble, 

very friendly, down to earth man. Castonguay plays 

hard. He is a tough, highly motivated competitor. If 

his name does appear in O.U.A.A. record books it will 

be primarily due to his love for the game. 
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Vees star, Denis Castonguay, wass 
within 16 points of the OUAA single 
season scoring record, going into last 
week's games. If he continues to score at 
his current pace, the record should 
crumble.

Broadcast News Gives 
You Mental Blankness

Broadcast News takes a sa- 
tiric look at television journal- 
ism, exposing the current pro- 
pensity to opt for flash over sub- 
stance, charisma over content. 

The film's) superstructure 
has elements of the 1930's ro- 
mantic comedy, based on the 
proverbial love triangle, in this 
case a girl (Jane Holly Hunter) 
torn between a handsome 
charmer (Tom William Hurt) 
and his worthier rival (Aaron 
Albert Brooks). 

Director James Brook (Terms 
Of Endearment) is at home in 
the arena of broadcast new, 
having produced the popular 
Mary Tyler Moore Show after a 
fleeting career in tlcvision jour- 
nalism and haaving spent a 
year in and around the news 
network crowd in Washington 
as research for the film. The 
result is a realistic behing-the- 
scenes protrait of the frenetic 
world of television news and 
the workaholics in control. Like 
Terms of Endearment, Broad- 
cast News also has a quirky 
mixture of the poignant and the 
funny to recommend itself. 

Unfortunately, the film has a 
false stat. The opening scene 
gets a few laughs at the expense 
of taste. The characters are in- 
troduced in vicnettes of their 
childhoods. Tom is a cherubic 
boy showing his father his re- 
grettable reportcard. "I'll try 
harder, Dad," he says, full of the 
earnes will to improve, and Dad 
is convinced. We are not. The 
title flashes "Future Network 
News Anchorman" on the 
screen. 

Aaron is a brilliant but 
weedy valedictorian, shower- 
ing witty abuse on his moronic 
and hostile fellow students, the 
credit reads "Future Foreign 
News Correspondent." 

Jane is a bossy child, ex- 
pounding her views on the 
typewriter and correcting her 
father's vocabulary, the works 
"Future Network News Pro- 
ducer" frame her set face. This 
gimmicky beginning with its 
cutesy titles smacks of the worst 
kind of Hollywood influence 
and is unworthy of the realism 
sustained in the rest of the film. 

Dialogue, characterization 
and acting form the vicorious 
triumvirate of the film . Jane 
Craig is played by Holly Hunter 
(Raising Arizona) who is remi- 
niscent of Brooks' other leading 
lady Debra Winger, in her fiesty 
warmheartedness. Huner also 
shares Winger's naturalness. 
She sobs and looks exhausted 
instead of trickling tears down 
a Cover Girl face; she speaks in 
a strident Southern twang in- 
stead of a sexy sibilant. Hunter 



is a sparkling addition to the 
new breed of female stars who 
act rather that model on screen. 

Jane Craig is magnetism it- 
self as she screams, pushes and 
propels a whole crew through a 
frantic hour of news. Her power 
and energy pulse through the 
film like a primitive drum beat. 
Her bossy yet sclf-dcpractory 
monologues arc as uproari- 
ously funny as her tightly 
scheduled crying jags. 

Aaron Altmas (Albert 
Brookes) also has an attractive 
duality of character,. He is 
warnm and loyal as well as 
acidly sarcastic and even cruel. 
He vividly reveals the dilemma 
of a man whos talent goes 
largely unrecognized through 
his lack of show-biz polish. 

The dynamic of the film re- 
volves around Tom Grunick 
(William Hurt). Tom is a former 
sportscaster freshly arrived as 
anchorman to Jane's station and 
clearly undcrqualified. He in- 
genuously admits his igno- 
rance and his willingness to 
learn. He is as humble as Uriah 
Heep and as smooth as Fred 
Astaire, as he slavishly trails 
after Jane eager for any lowly 
request and takes insults from 
Aarom with remarkable grace. 

Tnm is Brooks' tour-de- 
force, and Hurt shows 
extraordinary mobility in a role 
that is very different from his 
usually sensitive, intellectual 
parts, assuming the various 
masks of mental blankness, 
childish enthusiasm and dumb 
lust with enviable ease. A bum- 
bling good, he is paradoxically 
suave up to his elegantly reced- 
ing hairline. Jane struggles 
vainly against her growing at- 
traction to Tom whose intelli- 
gence level is far lower than he 
own. Meanwhile, Aaron fights 
his own battle against suspicion 
and jealousy. What's worse is 
that Jane, Aaron's beloved, is 
fast becoming a Tom groupie. 
To Aaron, Tom ias the devil 
incarnate, insidiously chipping 
away at ethics and it is a revela- 
tion of Tom's shaky morality 
that is the climax of the film. 

Nevertheless, Brooks is too 
subtle a director to cast any of 
his rich characters as cut and 
dried villains. Tom is Salesman 
not Satan-a media-made doll 
that smiles and cries when you 
pull the string and gets ap- 
plause every time. The irony 
inherent in the story, is that it is 
Jane and Aaron who start this 
celluoid sensation on his way to 
the success that is what Tom has 
in abundance, and in what 
Brooks tells us, today's audi- 
ence is soley interested.

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Peer this.. .and Peer that...What are peers anyway? 



In case you were thinking 
that "peer" had something to 
do with British nobility, you're 
right. According to Webster a 
peer is "a member of one of 
the five degrees of British 
nobility ie. duke, marquis, 
earl, viscount,and baron". A 
peer is a nobleman belonging 
to the House of Peers known 
as House of Lords. 

Webster also describes a 
peer as "one of the same rank, 
qualities, or the like; an equal; 
a match; a companion;..." It is 
this meaning of "peer" that we 
at the Centre for Talent Devel- 
opment, are using when we 
refer to our peer programs. 
This is not to imply that our 
peers are not noble in stature 
and ability. They are noble 
and what's more the main 
thrust of their job is to share 
skills and abilities with their 
contemporaries here at 
Laurentian ie. the entire 
undergraduate student body. 
Our peers are YOUR peers 
and YOU are their peers. 

We believe, and there is evi- 
dence to support our belief, 
that students can be very 
effective in providing support 
services to their peers. In fact 



the evidence suggests that 
students are often more 
effective that professionals in 
"reaching" their student peers. 

OK, that's what "peers" are, 
now what do they actually do? 

We, at the Centre for Talent 
Development, are presently 
running two peer powered 
programs for students at Lau- 
rentian. One is the Peer Tutor- 
ing Program and the other the 
Peer Assistant Program. Both 
programs have distinct func- 
tions and both programs exist 
to provide assistance to stu- 
dents. 

You may have seen the ads 
in Lambda for Peer Tutors. We 
usually need tutors as the de- 
mand generally exceeds sup- 
ply. This is not the case across 
the board however since we 
have more requests for tutorial 
assistance in subjects like 
Chemistry, Computer Science, 
Math for example than we do 
for subjects in the Arts or 
Social Sciences. If you are 
interested in becoming a Peer 
Tutor in any subject please 
contact the Centre for Talent 
Development for more infor- 
mation and application forms.
